 On page 2, after line 34 of the striking amendment , insert the 

following: 

 "NEW SECTION.  Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 28B.15 RCW 

to read as follows: 

 (1) In an effort to control the total amount of tu ition paid by 

resident undergraduate students in pursuit of an as sociate or 

bachelors degree, the institutions of higher educat ion must establish 

a cap on the total number of credits required for c ompletion of a 

degree. The state board for community and technical  colleges shall 

establish a maximum of ninety quarter credits for a ll associate 

degrees conferred by the community and technical co lleges. The 

governing boards of the state universities, regiona l universities, and 

The Evergreen State College shall establish a maxim um one hundred 

eighty quarter credits or one hundred twenty semest er credits for all 

undergraduate degrees.  

 (2) The public institutions of higher education ma y request an 

exemption from the provisions of this section if th e degrees would be 

conferred in a high employer demand program of stud y. The community 

and technical colleges may request an exemption fro m the state board 

for community and technical colleges. The state uni versities, regional 

universities, and The Evergreen State College may r equest an exemption 

from the higher education coordinating board.  

 (3) The state board for community and technical co lleges and the 

higher education coordinating board shall develop p olicies and 

procedures to implement the provisions of this sect ion." 
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  EFFECT:  Requires the institutions of higher education to 
establish caps on the maximum number of credits tha t can be 
required for the completion of associate and bachel or's degrees. 
The SBCTC and HECB are given authority to make exem ptions to the 
requirement.     
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
